That 
formula is: “Supposing Dail Eirann 
was allowed to meet under guarantees 
of personal safety of the members for 
the purpose of receiving a proposal 
from the government, would the first 
act be to order a cessation of the as- 
sasinations of police and soldiers, the 
government at the same time ceasing 
its reprisals?’ 

The Irish envoy, while satisfied the 
answer will be yes, goes to Ireland im- 
mediately to submit the proposal, Now 
that the-bome rule bill formally has 
been passed, the atmosphere is more 
layorabie for negotiation.

BABIES STORM 
DEPLETED HOMES 
OF OLD ENGLAND 


Boys Outnamber Girls 
in Birth Rate. 


[Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.} 

LONDON, Nov. 12—Phroughout 
England a great crop of babies is being 
harvested. Almost everywhere the 
birth rate is up to the standard main- 
tained before the war, and in several) 
districts, particularly in Lancashire, 
the figures are higher than they ever 
have been before. 


The greatest percentage of the new-| 


born babies are boys. In normal times 
the percentage of boys born is 8 per 
cent higher than the figure for girls, 
but now the percentage has raised to 
5 per cent. 

The doctors of England are discuss 
ing the peculiar manner in which na- 
ture is replacing the immense wastage 
of men during the war. 

Theories Advanced. 

One specialist said: “ Numerous the- 
ories have been advanced tq account 
for this phenomenon, but none that 
I have read are biologically sound. 

“It has been suggested that the first 
child of a union is usually a boy, hnd 
that the large proportion of boys born 
during and subsequent to the war is 
explained by the fact that an unusual 
number of people were married during 
that period. This seems scarcely satis- 
factory, as the same phenomena have 
been recorded when this explanation 
was entirely lacking. I can only say 
that scientific investigation tends to 
support the theory of the increase of 
boys during periods of crises, but that 
up to the present it has failed ade- 
quately to explain it.”

Creamea Jerusalem Artichokes. 


The French vegetarian revels in his 
“topinambour,” which is French for 
the Italian “girasdle,” which when 
pronounced, sounds much like Jerusa- 
lem to English ears, whence the name 
Jerusalem artichoke. The English 


even call a cream soup Palestine soup. 

This tuber is rather expensive in our 
markets, presumably because the de- 
mand is so small and the major por- 
tion is wasted. Creamed with care this 
vegetable has much the flavor of the 
jrare “cresne™ favored by epicures, 
but the work of preparing it must be 
nice from the first to last. Yet any one 
who can make delicious creamed new 
potatoes ought to be able to cook this 
| acceptably. It does turn dark readily, 

as does the potato, and after it is 
cooked it is harder to peel because of 
the many little knobs. If ny quan- 
tity is to be prepared each peeled tuber 
should be dropped into acidulated wa- 
ter, either lemon juice or vinegar be- 
ing used. 

Creamed Jerusalem -Artichokes— 
Wash and pare the tubers and cook 
them until tender—time depends upon 
size—in half milk and half water, or 
use a smaller porportion of milk. Use 
jonly enough to cover the artichokes 
and cook away. 

Put into hot cream and butter and 
stew for a few minytes, or use more 


chockes from it, after which thicken it 
with a roux of butter and flour, put 
| the artichokes back into it to cook un- 

til the two are thoroughly blended. Salt 
to taste, and nutmeg, but not enough to 
taste, are good for either sauce. Onion 
juice, if added with discretion, may 
also be used. 


| TURNIPS, RUTABAGAS ] 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Turnips ‘and rutabagas are root 
crops that may be safely left in the 
ground until after several frosts, but 


‘they are usually harvested before hard | 


freezing weather. Store them soon 
after they are dug. Select only sound 
specimens. Do not cut the tops off 
close. but twist them off several inches 
above the crown. 

Store them where they may be kept 
moist, cool, and if possible where they 
will get fresh air. Too much moisture 
is detrimental. 

If there are only a few turnips or 
rutabagas they may be kept in a box 
in a ‘gellar by covering them with 
slightly damp soil. Clean sand or 
damp excelsior is sometimes used. 

It is best to store in small quantities.
